Culture  in  Pots  When  potting  Hyacinths  for  growing  indoors  a medium  light,  well-enriched  soil 

v 1 is  best  suited,  placing  some  broken  crock  in  the  bottom  for  drainage.  Set  the 

bulbs  about  one  half  inch  below  surface  of  soil,  giving  them  a thorough  watering  and  put  them  away 
in  a dark,  cold  place,  so  that  they  will  not  freeze;  water  them  as  often  as  need  be  to  avoid  drying. 

They  should  be  allowed  to  remain  for  at  least  twelve  weeks,  or  until  the  pot  is  well  filled  with  roots, 

when  they  may  be  removed  to  a warmer  location,  but  still  kept  dark  until  a growth  of  4 to  5 inches  is 
made,  then  bring  to  the  light  gradually  until  allowed  to  flower. 

When  a repetition  of  bloom  is  required,  bring  out  one  or  more  pots  every  week  or  ten  days  from 
place  where  allowed  to  root. 

Culture  PrePare  the  beds  or  borders  where  they  are  to  be  planted  with  well-rotted 

vutuuu  manure,  having  it  well  dug  over  to  a depth  of  at  least  twelve  inches,  being 

assured  that  the  soil  is  well  drained  to  avoid  any  decay  of  the  bulbs.  Plant  the  bulbs  at  least  five 
inches  deep  and  six  inches  apart.  As  soon  as  th£  ground  begins  to  freeze,  cover  the  beds  with  a litter 
of  leaves,  straw  or  pine  boughs  to  a thickness  of  6 to  8 inches.  This  covering  should  be  removed  as 
early  as  possible  after  all  danger  from  severe  cold  weather  is  past.

The  Federal  Horticultural  Board 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  announced  that  after  1925  they 
will  not  permit  the  further  importa- 
tion of  any  variety  of  Narcissi,  or 
Daffodils.  We  urge  our  patrons  to 
plant  liberally  of  these  bulbs. 


There  are  no  hardy  bulbous  plants  which  have 
more  points  of  merit  than  the  Narcissi  or  Daf- 
fodils. Perfectly  hardy,  growing  and  doing  well 
in  almost  any  and  every  position,  sun  or  shade, 
moist  or  dry.  All  conditions  seem  to  suit  them 
although  they  have  a preference  for  a good,  deep 
soil  and  a semi-shaded  position,  and  every  vacant 
corner  in  the  garden,  amongst  the  grass,  under  the 
trees,  etc.,  could  not  be  used  to  better  advantage 
than  by  filling  with  Narcissi,  and  every  hardy 
border  should  have  a number  of  clumps  inter- 
spersed through  it.  They  are  equally  suitable 
for  pot  culture  for  Winter  flowering.  Three  or  four 
bulbs  can  be  put  into  a 5-inch  or  6-inch  pan  or 
pot,  and,  with  the  same  treatment  as  given  to 
Hyacinths',  the  dull  Winter  and  early  Spring 
months  can  be  made  bright  with  their  exquisite 
gold  and  silver  blossoms.  But  it  is  outdoors  that 
Narcissi  do  best,  and  once  planted  need  little  at- 
tention, the  clumps  as  a rule  multiplying  and  giv- 
ing larger  and  finer  results  each  year.  We  im- 
port only  the  highest  grade  of  bulbs,  mostly 
double  nose  or  mother  bulbs,  which  will  produce 
several  flowers  each,  and  must  not  be  compared 
to  the  smaller,  cheaper  grade  usually  sent  out.

HOW  TO  MAKE  A LAWN 

PREPARATION.  The  soil  should  be  deeply  spaded  or  plowed,  thoroughly  pulverized  and  raked 
fine  and  smooth,  removing  all  roots,  stones,  clods,  trash,  etc.  If  not  properly  graded  it  should 
be  done  now,  allowing  for  water  to  drain  off  and  not  stand  in  pools.  If  the  lawn  is  made  of 
clay  from  recent  excavations,  it  should  be  covered  with  three  or  four  inches  of  good  rich  garden 
soil  before  the  seed  is  sown. 

FERTILIZERS.  Pulverized  sheep  manure  is  thoroughly  satisfactory  for  lawns.  Unless  stable 
manure  is  well  decomposed  it  contains  weed  seeds.  Sheep  manure  does  not,  therefore  is  prefer- 
able. Use  five  to  ten  pounds  to  two  hundred  square  feet(  according  to  soil),  working  it  well  into 
the  soil  at  time  of  sowing  seed. 

SOWING.  Seed  can  be  sown  in  the  Spring  from  February  to  May  or  in  the  Fall  from  August 
to  October.  To  get  it  evenly  distributed,  half  the  seed  should  be  sown  one  way,  then  cross  and 
sow  balance  at  right  angles.  The  seed  should  be  covered  by  raking  or  harrowing  and  then  well 
rolled. 

QUANTITY  TO  USE.  On  new  lawns,  use  one  pound  to  two  hundred  square  feet;  one  hundred 
pounds  for  one  acre.  To  replenish  lawns  where  turf  is  thin,  use  half  quantity.
